two co u ntries dev elo p ed stable, 
self-go v erning p o litical sy stems 
which to day are the basis o f 
their eco no mic 
strength 
and 
their military p o tential. 


That is, we help ed bu ild co u n­ 
tries in which the av erage man 
has a say and a stake in his 
go v ernment. 


We 
“lo st” 
Wo rld War I 
against Germany , tho u gh we 
wo n the sho o ting war, becau se 
we did no t ap p ly this p rincip le 
o f p o litical aid. 


We are failing to win thu s far 
in So u th Vietnam becau se we 
hav e fo rgo tten this p rincip le 
which we ap p lied so effectiv ely 
after Wo rld War H. We hav e 
do ne far less than we co u ld do 
to help the So u th Vietnamese 
dev elo p their p o litical institu 
tio ns.

This is no t to say that we 
sho u ld attemp t to get Vietnam 
o r any o ther co u ntry to ap e the 
U.S. fo rm o f go v ernment. We 
wo u ld tho n hav e o ther p u p p ets 
o r 
rebels, 
neither 
o f 
which 
wo u ld rep resent su ccess. 


We did no t fo rce Jap an o r 
Germany into o u r mo ld after 
Wo rld War II. Neither is a p ale 
imitatio n o f the United States. 


The Jap an ese and the West 
Germans hav e dev elo p ed their 
o wn institu tio ns. They hav e tak­ 
en so me ideas fro m u s, as we 
to o k so me co ncep ts fro m Eu ­ 
ro p e in o u r dev elo p ment.. Bu t 
the Jap anese and West Ger­ 
mans hav e mo dified what they 
hav e taken and adap ted what 
they hav e bo rro wed to their o wn 
histo rical backgro u nds and their 
o wn o bjectiv es.

fastest dev elo p ing natio ns in the 
wo rld. 


The Sp aniards, seemingly left 
behind in the 18th centu ry , are 
catching u p with the 20th centu ­ 
ry , writes British au tho r Ray ­ 
mo nd Palmer in IBM’s Think 
magazine. 
Ev ery where

He q u o tes o ne resident o f Ma­ 
drid: “We hav e go ne fro m sho e 
leather to traffic jams o v er­ 
night. A few y ears ago o nly o ne 
family o n my street had a car. 
The o ther night I came ho me 
and co u ldn’t find any where to 
p ark.” 
The tu rning p o int fo r Sp ain 
came in 1953, when the United 
States nego tiated the u se o f mil­ 
itary bases in retu rn fo r eco ­ 
no mic aid, an actio n that cau sed 
mu ch angu ish amo ng many lib­ 
eral Americans. A few y ears lat­ 
er, a to u rist bo o m began which 
co ntinu es to day , 
and in tern a­ 
tio nal credits started flo wing in. 
At the end o f 1967 , Sp ain left 
the 
ran ks o f the dev elo p ing 
co u ntries o f Eu ro p e, ahead o f 
Greece, Po rtu gal, Tu rkey and 
Yu go slav ia. Its p er cap ita in­ 
co me p assed the magic $700 lev ­ 
el that sep arates the dev elo p ed 
ro m the dev elo p ing co u ntries. 
In 1960, p er cap ita inco me was 
a mere $200. 
Sp ain’s gro ss natio nal p ro du ct 
lias been gro wing by mo re than 
sev en p er cent a y ear, a rate 
higher than any o ther Western 
co u ntry . Its ex p o rts ro se by 22 
p er cent in 1966, p ro o f o f the 
co ntinu ing integratio n o f the 
Sp anish eco no my within the 
world eco no my . 


It hat bean reported that there 
are 60 families in destitute cir­ 
cumstances in Dix on.

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Sp ain has had an ap p licatio n 
fo r membership in the Eu ro p e­ 
an Co mmo n Market p ending 
since 1962 and no w wants to be­ 
co me a fu ll-fledged member o f 
the No rth Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganizatio n, ev en tho u gh its bi­ 
lateral agreement with the Unit­ 
ed States giv es it eq u iv alent 
p ro tectio n. 
Sp ain has beco me the wo rld’s 
leading to u rist co u ntry , with the 
nu mber o f fo reign v isito rs gro w­ 
ing fro m 3.2 millio n in 1958 to 
16.3 millio n last y ear—an in­ 
crease o f 450 p er cent. Earnings 
fro m to u rism hav e risen fro m 
$7 6.9 millio n in 1957 to abo u t 
$1.1 billio n last y ear—a 1,500 p er 
cent increase. 
To u rism is bringing no t o nly 
new mo ney into Sp ain bu t new 
ideas, o f which the bikini is o n­ 
ly the mo st o bv io u s ex amp le.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: My 
porcelain fillings wear away 
and discolor. They look good for 
a few months and then get 
brown and pitted, making my 
teeth look as though I never 
brush them. How can this be 
prevented: — A. F. 
ANSWER? None of the porce­ 
lain filling materials in use to­ 
day are any good. They stain 
and erode, their surfaces be­ 
come rough and attract food de 
bris, and they often cause irri­ 
tation and inflammation of sur­ 
rounding gums. 
What a flurry of ex citement 
there was some y ears ago when 
plastic Ailing materials for front 
teeth were introduced! 
But, 
alas, they didn’t live np to their 
high promise. 
Sever drawbacks were quick­ 
ly noted. Mainly they didn't ad­ 
here well to cavity walls and, 
even when tastrted with proper 
undercoating, sometimes perma­ 
nently injured the nerve. 
So most dentists continue to 
use “ porcelain” and try to over­ 
come, in part at least, the ob­ 
vious difficulties by using good 
techniques, mix ing, placing and 
polishing fillings with great care 
and, when possible, preparing 
cavities from behind the front; 
teeth so that the fillings won’ 
show.

First dev ising 
imaginativ e new ap p ro aches, if 
su ch can be fo u nd, to matters 
like the racial stru ggle, crime in 
the streets and camp u s tu rmo il, 
and then u sing the p o litical and 
mo ral fo rce o f his o ffice to gain 
fro m go v erno rs, may o rs and 
o thers the su p p o rt req u ired fo i- 
ap p licatio n o f these new ap ­ 
p ro aches. 
At best, in this v ast area so 
distu rbing to millio ns o f Amer­ 
icans, Nix o n can be an inv ent­ 
o r, a co -o rdinato r and a p er­ 
su ader. 
If, so meho w, ev en p art o f this 
task is 
acco mp lished, 
Nix o n 
may p ro v e himself with the v o t­ 
ers, inclu ding co u ntless middle- 
class su bu rbanites, who saw him 
as the p ro miser o f law and o r­ 
der. 
Still, netiher he no r his mo st 
p ercep tiv e 
assistan ts 
believ e 
this co u ld be eno u gh to assu re 
him o f being ju dged a “go o d 
p resident.” It is agreed amo ng 
them that he mu st search fo r, 
and ho p efu lly ap p ly with telling 
effect, means which are bo th 
eco no mical (in a natio n ev er 
mo re serio u sly resistan t to tax 
rises) and imaginativ e fo r deal­ 
ing with the racial tensio ns, the 
p o v erty and the alienatio n no w 
afflicting the in ner cities and 
many camp u ses. 
To do this, he may hav e to gd 
well bey o nd p ro gressiv e GOP 
go v erno rs, no t in co ncep ts o f 
sp ending bu t in bo ldness o f new 
ideas. And, to the ex tent his 
p ro p o sals wo u ld co st mo re mo n­ 
ey , he may need ex trao rdin ary 
p o wers o f p ersu asio n u p o n mil­ 
lio ns o f su bu rbanites who se af­ 
flu ence may be o v errated and 
who are weary o f o ther p eo p le’s 
p ro blems.

this age of automation doubt that medicine win ever be com­ 
pletely automated . . . however, a computer might be able to 
say “ Hmmm" aid make the initial diagnosis that there’s “ a lot 
of it going around.”

Michael Thomas Sadler (social reformer and politician) and 
Friedrich Engels (who, with Karl Marx wrote the “Communist Mani­ 
festo” ) got together — wrote a paper on the intolerable living con­ 
ditions of that day . . . they saw to it that it received wide coverage.

to their machines — cruelly beaten by their masters — and that 
the people were forced to work long hours. 


The Sadler Report was published in 1831 . . . when an attempt 
w as made to cross examine witnesses some refused to appear . . . 
those who did were put under oath, which hadn’t been done in 1831 
. . . the charges were refuted and discredited. 


The workers did put in long hours during the summer as there 
were more daylight hours by which they could work . . . they did 
not work as many hours during the winter . . . they complained about 
this — they wanted long«- working hours to earn more money and 
thus be able to heat their homes during the long cold winter. 


Children were chained to machines — not to keep them from 
running away as had been charged — but to protect them from falling 
into the machinery and getting hurt. . . they were sometimes whipped, 
to instill behavior — as all children have been at some time or 
other — both at school and at home. 


Though the population had increased from approximately 


five and a half million in 1700 to 14 million in 1831, the death rate 
was steadily declining . . . the death rate was the lowest among 
children who worked in factories . . . workers were given one 
hot meal a day plus wages . . • their standard of living was on 
the increase. 


The “ Report of the Royal Commission” was issued in 1833 — 
followed by a “Supplementary Report” in 1834 . . . the Sadler Report 
is still read today — but not the second and third reports . . . but 
copies of these reports are in the British Museum and in our Con­ 
gressional Library . . . Sadler, in later years, admitted that his 
report was overdone — that it was sensationalism . . . but in the 
meantime, it achieved his goal. 


With all the distractions — the war with France, the American 
Colonies kicking up a storm, and the hue and cry of the Socialists 
over the deplorable conditions — King George in had quite a time 
. . . he lost us — and the Industrial Revolution . . . we’re being dis­ 
tracted by riots and violence — we lost the Pueblo eleven months 
ago — and we’re fighting a “no-win war” — the longest war in the 
history of our country. 


With tongue-in-cheek . . . it has been suggested that one way 


to stop crime, violence and riots is to defoliate our paries and 
mine the streets.
